There are not many who have never 
tried It would believe that sour cream 
mak es a delicious 
white sauce 
to 
serve with codfish. Prepare the white 
sauce just as usual, using the cream 
instead of the milk . 
Sour cream, if not too old. mak es 
a delicious dressing for shredded cab­ 
bage. Add a little sugar and vinegar 
and pour over the cabbage.

To the Senate and House of Rep re­ 
sentativ es: 
There is no branch of tlie federal 
jurisdiction which calls more imp era­ 
tiv ely for immediate legislation than 
that which concerns the p ublic domain 
and esp ecially the p art of that domain 
which is in Alaska. The rep ort of the 
secretary of the interior, 
which is 
transmitted herewith, and the rep ort 
to him of the gov ernor of Alaska set 
out the p ublic need in this regard with 
great force and in satisfactory detail. 
The p rogress under the reclamation 
act has made clear the defects of its 
limitations which should be remedied. 
The rules gov erning the acquisition of 
homesteads of land that is not arid or 
semiarid are not well adap ted to the 
p erfecting of title to land made arable 
by gov ernment reclamation work. 
I concur with the secretary of the 
interior in his recommendation that, 
after entry is made up on land being 
reclaimed, actual occup ation as a home­ 
stead of the same be not required un­ 
til two y ears after entry , but that cul­ 
tiv ation of the same shall be required 
and that the p resent p rov ision under 
which the land is to be p aid for in ten 
annual installments shall be so modi­ 
fied as to allow a p atent to issue for 
the land at the end of five y ears’ cul­ 
tiv ation and three y ears’ occup ation, 
•with a reserv ation of a gov ernment 
lien for the amount of the unp aid p ur­ 
chase money . 
This leniency to the 
reclamation homesteader will relieve 
him from occup ation at a time when 
the condition of the land makes it most 
burdensome and difficult and at the 
end of five y ears will furnish him with 
a title up on which he can borrow 
money and continue the imp rov ement 
of his holding. 
I also concur in tlie recommendation 
of the secretary of the interior that 
all of our p ublic domain should be 
classified and that each class should 
be disp osed of or administered in the 
manner most ap p rop riate to that p ar­ 
ticular class. 
The chief change, howev er, which 
ought to be made and which I hav e al­ 
ready recommended in p rev ious mes­ 
sages and communications to congress 
is that by which gov ernment coal land 
amflihosp hate and other mineral lands 
containing nonmetalliferous minerals 
shall be leased by tlie gov ernment, with 
restrictions as to size and time, re­ 
sembling 
those 
which 
now 
obtain 
throughout tlie country between the 
owners in fee and the lessees who work 
the mines and in leases like those 
which hav e been most successful in 
Australia. New Zealand and Nova S c o ­ 
tia. 
The showing made by inv estiga­ 
tions into the successful working of 
the leasing sy stem leav es n» doubt as 
to its wisdom and p ractical utility . Re­ 
quirements as to the working of the 
mine during the term may be so fram­ 
ed as to p rev ent any holding of large 
mining p rop erties merely for sp ecula­ 
tion, while the roy alties may be made 
sufficiently low' not unduly to increase 
the cost of the coal mined and at the 
same time sufficient to furnish a rea­ 
sonable income for the use of the p ub­ 
lic in the community where the mining 
goes on. 
In Alaska there is no reason 
why a substantial income should not 
thus be raised for such p ublic works 
as may be deemed necessary or useful. 
There is no difference between the 
reasons which call for the ap p lication 
of the leasing sy stem to the coal lauds 
still retained by the gov ernment in the 
United States p rop er and those which 
ex ist in Alaska. 
There are now in Alaska only two 
well known high grade' coal fields of 
large ex tent, the Bering riv er coal field 
and the Matanuska coal field. 
The 
Bering riv er coal field, while it has 
v ary ing qualities of coal from the bi­ 
tuminous to the anthracite, is v ery 
much lessened in v alue and usefulness 
by the grinding effect t<» which in geo 
logical ages p ast the coal measures 
hav e bey n subjected, so that the coal 
does not lie or cannot be mined id large 
lump s. It must be taken out in almosr 
a p owdered condition. 
The same diffi­ 
culty does not ap p ear to the same ex ­ 
tent in the Matanuska coal fields. The 
Bering riv er coal fields are only twen­ 
ty -five miles from the coast. They ar. 
within easy distance of an ex isting 
railroad built by the Morgan-6 uggen- 
neim interests and may also be reach­ 
ed through Controller bay by the con 
ftruetion of other and comp eting rail 
roads. 
Controller bay is not a good harbor, 
but could p robably be made practical 
with the ex penditure of considerable 
money . 
The railroad of the Morg au- 
©ug g enheim interests, running from 


Cordov a, could be made a coal ca-ry - 
iug road for the Bering riv er fields by 
the construction of a branch to those 
fields not ex ceeding fifty or six ty 
miles. 
It is p racticable, and if the 
coal measures were to be op ened up 
doubtless the branch would lie built. 
Ju the p resent condition of things 
there is no motiv e to build the road, 
because there is no title or op p ortunity 
to op en aud mine the coal. 
The Matanuska coal fields are a long 
er distance from the coast. They are 
from 150 to 200 miles from the harbor 
of Seward, on Resurrection bay . This 
is one of the finest harbors in the 
world, and a reserv ation has been 
made there for the use of the nav y of 
the United States. 
A road construct­ 
ed from Seward to the Matanuska 
coal fields would form p art of a sy stem 
reaching from the coast into the heart 
of Alaska and op en the great interior 
v alley s of the Yukon and the Tanana. 
which hav e agricultural as well as 
great mineral p ossibilities. 
The Alaska Central road has been 
constructed some sev enty -one miles of 
the distance from Seward north to 
the Matanuska coal fields, but the con­ 
struction bey ond this has been dis­ 
couraged. first, by the fact that there 
has been no p olicy adop ted of op ening 
up the coal lands up on which inv estors 
could dep end 
and, second, 
because 
there seems .to be a lack of financial 
backlog of those engaged In the enter­ 
p rise. 
The secretary of the interior 
has ascertained that the bondholders, 
who are the real owners of the road, 
are willing to sell to the gov ernment, 
and he recommends the p urchase of 
the ex isting road, such reconstruction 
as may be necessary , its continuance 
to the Matanuska coal fields and thence 
into the v alley s of the Yukon and the 
Tanana. 
It would be a great trunk 
line and would be an op ening up of 
Alaska by gov ernment cap ital. 
I am not in fav or of gov ernment 
ownership where the same certainty 
and efficiency of serv ice can in* had 
by p riv ate enterp rise, but I think the 
conditions p resented in Alaska are of 
such a character as to warrant the 
gov ernment, for the p urp ose of en­ 
couraging the dev elop ment of that 
v ast and remarkable territory , to build 
and own a truuk line railroad, which 
it can lease on terms which may be 
v aried aud changed to meet the grow­ 
ing p rosp erity and dev elop ment of the 
territory . 
There is nothing in the history of the 
United States which affords such just 
reason for criticism as the failure of 
the federal gov ernment to ex tend the 
benefit of its fostering care to the ter­ 
ritory of Alaska. 
There was a time, 
of course, when Alaska was regarded 
as so far remov ed into the Arctic 
ocean as to make any dev elop ment of 
it p ractically imp ossible, but for y ears 
the facts hav e been known to those 
who hav e been resp onsible for its gov ­ 
ernment. and ev ery one who has giv en 
the subject the slightest consideration 
has been aware of the wonderful p os­ 
sibilities in its growth and dev elop ­ 
ment if only cap ital were inv ested 
there and a good gov ernment p ut ov er 
it. 
I think the United States owes it. 
therefore, to Alaska and to the p eo­ 
p le who hav e gone there to take an 
ex cep tional step and to build a rail­ 
road that shall op en the treasures of 
Alaska to the Pacific and to the p eop le 
who live along that ocean on our west­ 
ern coast. 
The construction of a rail­ 
road and ownership of the fee do not 
necessitate gov ernment op eration. Pur­ 
suant, howev er, to the recommenda­ 
tion of the secretary of the interior. 1 
suggest to congress the wisdom of p ro­ 
v iding that the p resident may ap p oint 
a commission of comp etent p ersons, in 
eluding two army engineers, to ex am 
ine and rep ort up on the av ailable 
routes for a railroad from Seward to 
the Matanuska coal fields and into the 
Tanana and Yukon v alley s, with an 
estimate of the v alue of the ex isting 
p artially constructed railroad and of 
the cost of continuing the railroad to 
the p rop er p oints in the v alley s named. 
This p rop osal is further justified by 
the need that the nav y of the United 
States has for a secure coaling base in 
the north Pacific. 
The commission 
ought to make a full rep ort also as to 
the character of the coal fields at Ma­ 
tanuska and the p roblem of furnish­ 
ing coal from that source for mercan­ 
tile p urp oses after reserv ing for gov ­ 
ernment mining a sufficient quantity 
for the nav y . 
I hav e already recommended to con­ 
gress the establishment of a form of 
commission gov ernment for Alaska. 
The territory is too ex tended, its needs 
are too v aried and its distance from 
Washington too remote to enable con­ 
gress to keep up with its necessities in 
the matter of legislation of a local 
character. 
The gov ernor of Alaska in his rep ort, 
which accomp anies that of the seere 
tary of the interior, p oints out certain 
laws that ought to be adop ted and em­ 
p hasizes what I hav e said as to the 
immediate need for a gov ernment of 
much wider p owers than now ex ists 
there if it. can be said to hav e any 
gov ernment at all. 
I do not stop to dwell up on the lack 
of p rov ision for the health of the in­ 
habitants and the absence or inade­ 
quacy of laws, the mere statement of 
which shows their cry ing need. I only 
p ress up on congress the imp erativ e ne 
cessity for taking action not only to 
p ermit the beginning of the dev elop 
ment of Alaska and the op ening of 
her resources, but to p rov ide laws 
which shall giv e to those who come 
under their jurisdiction decent p rotec­ 
tion. 
Low er Colorado River. 
There is transmitted herewith a let­ 
ter from the secretary of the interior 
setting out the work done under joint 
resolution ap p rov ed -June 25. 1010, nu 
thorizing the ex p enditure of $1.000,000 
?r so much thereof as might be neces- 
?nr 
to be ex p ended by the p resident 
for ..ie .urease of nrotecting ‘and* and 


p rop erty in the Imp erial v alley and 
elsewhere along the Colorado riv er in 
Arizona. 
The mouey was ex p ended 
and the p rotectiv e works erected, but 
the disturbauces iu Mex ico so delay ed 
the work and the floods in the Colora­ 
do riv er were so ex tensiv e that a p art 
of the works hav e been carried away , 
and the need for further action and ex ­ 
p enditure of money ex ists. 
1 do not 
make a definite recommendation at 
p resent, for the reason that the p lan to 
be adop ted for the betterment of con 
ditions near the mouth of the Colorado 
riv er p rov es to be so dep endent on a 
free and full agreement between the j 
gov ernment of Mex ico and the gov ern­ 
ment of the United States as to joint 
ex p enditure and joint use that it is un­ 
wise to mov e until we can obtain some 
agreement with that gov ernment which 
will enable us to submit to congress a 
larger p lan better adap ted to the ex i­ 
gencies p resented than the one adop t 
ed. It is essential that we act p romp t­ 
ly . and through the state dep artment 
the matter is being p ressed up on the 
attention of the Mex ican gov ernment. 
Meantime a rep ort of the engineer In 
charge, together with a subsequent re­ 
p ort up on his work by a body of ex ­ 
p erts ap p ointed by the secretary of the 
interior, together with an offer by the 
Southern Pacific railroad to do the 
work a t a certain p rice with a guaran 
ty for a y ear, and a comment up on 
this offer by Brigadier Genera! Mar 
shall, late chief of engineers. United 
States army , and now consulting en­ 
gineer of the reclamation serv ice, are 
all herewith transmitted. 


W ater Power Sites. 
In p rev ious communications to con­ 
gress I hav e p ointed out two methods 
by which the water p ower sites on 
nonnav igable streams may 
be con­ 
trolled as between the state and tin* 
national gov ernment, 
it has seemed 
wise that the control should be con­ 
centrated in one gov ernment or the 
other as the activ e p articip ant in su­ 
p erv ising its use by p riv ate enterp rise. 
Iu most eases where the gov ernment 
owns what are called water p ower 
sites 
along 
nonnav igable 
streams, 
which are really rip arian lots, without 
which tlie p ower in the stream cannot 
be used, we hav e a situation as to 
ownership that may be described as 
follows: The federal gov ernment lias 
land without which the p ower in the 
stream cannot be transmuted into elec­ 
tricity ami ap p lied at a distance, while 
it is claimed that the state under the 
law of waters as it p rev ails in many 
of our western states controls the use 
of the water and giv es the beneficial 
use to tiie first and continuous user. 
Iu order to secure p rop er care by the 
state gov ernments ov er these sources 
of p ower it has been p rop osed that the 
gov ernment shall deed the water turn­ 
er site to the state on condition that 
the site and all the p lant up on it shall 
rev ert to the gov ernment unless the 
state p arts with the site only by a 
lease, the terms of which it enforces 
and which requires a rev aluation of 
the rental ev ery ten y ears, the full 
term to last not more than fifty y ears 
A failure of ihe state to make and en­ 
force such leases would enable the 
gov ernment by an action of forfeiture 
to recov er the p ower sites and all 
p lants that might be erected thereon, 
and this p ower of p enalizing those who 
succeed to the control would furnish a 
motiv e to comp el the observ ance of the 
p olicy of the gov ernment. 
The secretary of the interior has sug­ 
gested another method by which the 
water p ower site shqll be leased di­ 
rectly by the gov ernment to those who 
ex ercise a p ublic franchise under p ro­ 
v isions imp osing a rental for the wa­ 
ter p ower to create a fund to be ex 
[» ended by the general gov ernment for 
the imp rov ement of the stream and the 
benefit of the local community where 
the p ower site is. and p ermitting tin* 
state to regulate the rates at which 
the conv erted p ower is sold. 
The lat­ 
ter method suggested by the secretary 
is a more direct method for federal 
control, and in v iew of the p robable 
union and sy stematic organization and 
welding together of the p ower deriv ed 


international commission to look into 
the cause for the high p rices of the ne­ 
cessities of life. There is no doubt but 
that a commission could be ap p ointed 
of such unp rejudiced aud imp artial p er 
sous, ex p erts iu inv estigation of eco­ 
nomic facts, that a great deal of v ery 
v aluable light could be shed up on the 
reasons for the high p rices that hav e so 
distressed the p eop le of the world aud 
information giv en up on which action 
might be taken to reduce the cost of 
living. 
The v ery satisfactory rep ort 
of the railway stock and bonds com 
mission indicates how useful an inv es­ 
tigation of this kind can be when un 
dertaken by men who hav e had ade­ 
quate ex p erience in economic Inquiries 
aud a lev elheadedness and judgment 
correctly to ap p ly sound p rincip les t«» 
the facts found. 
For some y ears p ast the high and 
steadily increasing cost of liv ing has 
been a matter of such grav e p ublic con 
ceru that 1 deem it of great p ublic in 
terest that an international confer­ 
ence be p rop osed at this time for the 
p uri» ose of p rep aring p lans, to be sub 
mitted to the v arious gov ernments, for 
an international inquiry into the high 
cost of living, its ex tent, causes, ef 
fects and [» ossible remedies. 
1 there 
fore recommend that to enable the 
p resident 
to inv ite foreign gov ern­ 
ments to such a conference, to l>e held 
at Washington or elsewhere, the con­ 
gress p rov ide an ap p rop riation, not to 
ex ceed $20,000. to defray the ex p enses 
of p rep aration and of p articip ation by 
the United States. 
The numerous inv estigations on the 
subject, official or other, already made 
in v arious countries » such as Austria. 
Belgium. Canada, Denmark, France, 
Germany . Great 
Britain. 
Italy , the 
Netherlands and the United States) 
hav e themselv es strongly demonstrat­ 
ed the need of further study of world­ 
wide scop e. Those who hav e conduct­ 
ed these inv estigations hav e found 
that the p henomenon of rising p rices 
is almost, if not quite, general through­ 
out the world, but they are battled in 
the attemp t to trace the causes by the 
im[H)sslbility of making any accurate 
international comp arisons. This is be 
cause, in sp ite of the number of inv es­ 
tigations already made, we are still 
without adequate data an<l because as 
y et no two countries estimate their 
p rice lev els on the same basis or by 
tiie same methods. 
As already indicated, tin* p reliminary 
conference itself would entail a com 
jiarativ ely small ex p ense, and most of 
the subsequent inv estigations for which 
it would p rep are the way could be c a r­ 
ried out bv ex isting bureaus In this 
and other gov ernments as p art of their 
regular work and would require little, 
if any . additional ap p rop riations for 
sueli bureaus. 


Com m ission on Industrial Relations. 
The ex traordinary growth of indus­ 
try in the p ast two decades hud ils 
rev olutionary changes hav e raised new 
and v ital questions as to the relations 
between emp loy ers and wage earners 
which hav e become matters of p ress­ 
ing p ublic concern. 
These questions 
hav e been somewhat obscured by the 
p rofound changes in the relations be 
tween comp eting p roducers and jut* 
dueers as a class anti consumers in 
other words, by the changes which, 
among other results, hav e giv en rise 
to what is commonly called the trust 
p roblem. 
The large scale p roduction 
characteristic 
of 
modern 
industry , 
howev er, inv olv es the one set of rein 
tions no less than the other. 
Any in­ 
terrup tion to Hit' normal and p eaceful 
relations between emp loy er and wage 
earner inv olv es p ublic discomfort and 
in many cases p ublic disaster. 
Such 
interrup tions become, therefore, quite 
as much a matter of p ublic concern as 
restraint of trade or monop oly . 
Industrial relations concern the p ub­ 
lic for a double reason. 
We are di­ 
rectly interested in the maintenance of 
p eaceful and stable industrial condi 
tions for the sake of our own com fori 
and well being, but society is equally 
interested iu its sov ereign civ ic cap ac­ 
ity in seeing that our institutions nre 
effectiv ely maintaining justice and fair 


tlement of the [» articular disp ute, but 
what is needed is some sy stem, dev ised 
by p atient and deliberate study in ad­ 
vance. that will meet these constantly 
occurring aud clearly foreseeable emer­ 
gencies. not a makeshift to tide ov er an 
ex isting crisis. 
Not during the raiu- 
stortn. but in fair weather, should the

Such legislation is essential to the p rop 
er management of those wondrous 
manifestations of nature, so startling 
and so beautiful that ev ery one recog 
nizes the obligations of the gov ernment 
to p reserv e them for the edification and 
recreation of the p eop le. 
The Yellow­ 
stone p ark, the Yosemite. the Grand 
cany on cf the Colorado, the Glacier 
National p ark and the Mount Rainier 
National p ark and others furnish ap ­ 
p rop riate instances. 
Iu only one case 
hav e we made any thing like adequate 
p rep aration for the use of a p ark by 
the p ublic. 
That case is the Yellow­ 
stone National p ark. 
Ev ery considera­ 
tion of p atriotism and the love of na 
ture and ot beauty and of art require: 
us to ex p end money enough to bring 
all these natural wonders within euflv 
reach of our p eop le. 
The first step in 
that direction is the establishment of 
a resp onsible bureau which shall take 
up on itself the burden of sup erv ising 
the p arks and of making recommenda­ 
tions as to the I» est method of imp rov 
ing their accessibility and usefulness. 


International C o m m ission on the Ccst 
of Living.

solution which will Ik* agreeable to 
themselv es and consistent with the p ub 
lie interest, 
We » ill see the grav e oh 
jectlons to strikes aud lockouts, how­ 
ev er necessary they may be in ex treme 
cases, and we are ready to criticise the 
more ex treme p hases of the Industrial 
conflict, such 
sis l>oy cotts and black­ 
lists, but we leave the situation Slich 
that industrial disp utes lead inev itably 
t<} a state of industrial war In vv.iich 
these are ti e only weap ons left to the 
two combatants.

In Order to Delay the Arrival of Fed­ 


eral Troop« From the South the Re­ 


bellious Garrison Disconnects Rail­ 


way Connections With the, Mexican 


Capital and Mutineers Give Them ­ 


selves Over to Loot. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 2.—All railroads 
cut to the south to prevent troops 
coming from the national or state cap­ 
itals and the stores wrecked as com­ 
pletely as if a cyclone 
had struck 
them, the merchandise bedecking the 
persons of tiie mutineers or piled in 
their 
homes, 
the 
500 
mutinous 
soldiers who took charge of Juarez are 
secure for the time being. They elect­ 
ed their own officers and repaired to< 
their barracks, drunk upon the fruits 
of their victory, pillaged from the ra 
loons, their pockets laden with the 
goods and coin taken from the stores. 
The total extent of the looting is esti­ 
mated at $200.000 in addition to the 
destruction by fire of several of the 
stores. 
The mutineers had information that 
federal troops had been ordered to 
Juarez from Mexico City and that Ma­ 
derista soldiers, headed by Pascual 
Orozco, were coming from Chihuahua. 
To meet this exigency the mutineers 
burned bridges and telegraph wires 
for several miles south of Juarez on 
the 
Mexican 
National 
and 
Mexico 
Northwestern 
railroads, and 
posted 
guards to watch for the approach of 
the troops. 
They declare they have 
no fear from the troops in Chihuahua 
nor Torreon: that these troops will re­ 
fuse to fire upon them, but will join 
them on arrival. 
The mutineers have 
been claiming that General Orozco 
w’ould join them, but Consul Llórente 
declares that Orozco is loyal to the 
existing government. 
Americans who have visited Juarez 
claim to have counted eight dead and 
to have seen nine wounded men as a 
result of orgies, but the mutineers 
claim that only three were killed. 
Santiago Mestas was elected mayor 
of the town and district by the mutin­ 
ous Mexicans and immediately took 
charge of attempting to get the men 
to retire to their barracks or homes 
and surrender their arms. 
Many of 
them declined. The smashing of plate 
glass seems to have had a strange fas­ 
cination for the musical ears of the 
Mexican 
soldiers. 
Men 
swaggered 
through the streets with their ill-got­ 
ten loot on their backs and smashed 
the store windows for the fun of hear­ 
ing the noise of the glass crashing. 
At the federal jail all of the papers in 
the office of the judge were taken 
from the files and burned.

Meet In Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, Feb. 2.—Five hundred 
men, generally ragged and of other 
wise unkempt 
apjiearanee, 
crowded 
into the vacant storerooms on Syca­ 
more street hired for the occasion, at 
the opening of the convention here of 
the hoboes, or “the unemployed,” as 
some prefer to be called, while 500 
more were congregated outside for 
lack of space in the dark and dingy 
but well heated room. 
All were fur­ 
nished copiously with free soup and 
coffee by J. Eads How, the hobo king, 
who also is known as the Millionaire 
Tramp, of St. Louis, who called the 
convention and is presiding at the ses­ 
sions.

RAILROAD BRAKEMEN AT PLAY 


M ake a Sport of Placing Torpedoes on 
Track While Train Is M ovin g at 
High Speed.

There are tricks in all trades and 
brakemen on freight trains are no ex­ 
cep tion to this rule. 
Just now there 
Is a keen rivalry among the emp loy es 
on the New York Central railroad in 
h feat full of danger. 
When a freight 
train is directed to halt on one of the 
main tracks three torp edo signals are 
clamp ed on the rails about a mile 
away from where the train is to stop . 
In order to p lace the torp edoes on the 
rails formerly It was necessary to stop 
the train. 
But now the brakemen are 
doing It "on the run.” 
Leaning over 
the p latform of the caboose the in­ 
genious brakemen can p lace the signal 
in p osition with the train running. 
At first this feat was accomp lished | 
w’hen the train slowed down to about 
five miles an hour. 
But 
so 
exp ert 
have some of the brakemen become 
that they can now do the trick with 
the train running fifteen or 
twenty 
miles an hour. The result is that some 
of the more exp ert brakemen are ar­ 
ranging contests with side bets that 
they can clamp on the signals with 
the train going thirty miles an hour. 
To do this, however, it is necessary 
that the rails are not "feather edged,” 
but smooth and little worn 
It Is not an uncommon sight, rail­ 
road men say , to see the brakemen 
"at p lay " with the torp edoes when 
they find a smooth stretch of new 
track after they have comp leted their 
regular work of switching at up state 
stations and are waiting for orders 
to 
go ahead.

prox imate the facts, tipping is more 
than a nuisance to individuals, it is 
an enormous tax upon business that 
should not be tolerated. 
It has made 
parasites not only of a horde of ser­ 
vants, but of certain lines of busi­ 
ness, which thus, throug h underpaid 
employ es, prey upon other businesses 
Tipping mig ht find some plausibility 
if it amounted only to g ratuities to a 
faithful servant seeking to please, but 
every body knows that it g oes far be­ 
y ond this, say s the Omaha Bee. 
The 
tip is more often g iven, not for ex tra 
service, but to g et any kind of serv­ 
ice at all. 
It is not surprising that 
commercial travelers think of org an­

Gi ven to Yot n£ Pr. vat* V /fo m 
He Wi shed to Promote. 


E. B. Armstrong was a private (ft 
company B of the Six th Wisconsin. 
He was a tail, well built, vig orous 
y o ung man, and when Capt. John Gib­ 
bon of battery B, Fourth United States 
artillery , called for volunteers from 
the Second, Six th and Seventh Wis­ 
consin, to fill up his company . Arm­ 
strong went troni company B. 
Hit 
fine appearance and soldierly (» earing 
soon attracted the attention of 
tain Gibbon, writes Lieu» . Col. J. A. 
W atrous in the Milwaukee Sentinel» 
A couple of months after he had join­ 
ed the battery Captain Gibbon sent 
to Armstrong and informed him 
that 
he was g oing to make him a corporal. 
"But,” said 
Armstrong , 
“Captain 
Gibbon. I don't want to be a corporal 
— I don’t want promotion.” 
”1 did not call y ou here to ask 
whether y ou wanted to be a corporal 
— whether y ou wanted promotion 
of 
not; I called y ou here to inform y ou 
that I had decided to make y ou 
a non­ 
commissioned officer In 
this battery .'* 
"You will ex cuse me. Captain Gib­ 
bon, but I repeat that I don’t want to 
be a noncommissioned officer In 
thia 
battery . You have men here w hohava 
been 
with 
five or ten 
y ears, and 
they would make It very unpleasant 
for me were I, a recruit, placed over 
them .” 
"Never mind that. 
I will tell y ou 
what y ou can alway s do 
If y ou g et 
into any trouble with the men or any 
one else, if y ou have the rig ht on y our 
side, and they demand to kuow why 
y ou do so and so, y ou can tell them 
that y ou do It by order of John Gib­ 
bon. and I will back y ou every time.” 
When Armstrong returned to hi» 
tent he was a corporal in battery B 
By July , 18 6 2. Gibbon was a brig a­ 
dier g enera! and com m ander of the 
brig ade in which battery B served. A 
portion of the brig ade with a part of 
battery B was sent out from Fred- 
ricksburg , toward Orang e courthouse» 
on a raid. On the way back the troops 
w ent Into camp for the nig ht, and Ser­ 
g eant Armstrong , who had been pro­ 
moted, took possession of a barn and 
bad g ot fairly settled when Rome of 
the staff and General Gibbon’s order­ 
lies came and ordered him out, say ing 
that they wanted the barn for their 
horses. 
Armstrong flatly refused to 
obey the order of the lieutenant who 
g ave it. 
The lieutenant then hur­ 
ried away and broug ht the adjutant 
g eneral of the brig ade. 
Still Arm­ 
strong refused to g o. 
That woke up 
the adjutant g eneral and 
he said: 
"Sir, by what rig ht do y ou refuse to 
obey my orders?” 
"By the rig ht, sir, g iven me by John 
Gibbon, who commands this brig ade,” 
was the prompt and firm reply of this 
farm er hoy , who had became an im­ 
portant factor in the handling of one 
of the batteries made famous in the 
g reat war. 
The adjutant g eneral re­ 
turned to Gibbon for new authority , 
and told him what the serg eant had 
said.
